When about one mile and 
one-half from home, however, Gorey 
sushed to the front and remained at the 
head of the field to the finish, crossing 
the line in 30:55. He was only a few 
yards ahead of Pores, who nosed out 
Mullery for second honors with a burst 
of speed near the end of the race.
